Device Thoroughly Tested in Active

Service by Leading Rallroad, and
‘ Shows Marked Saving in
! Fuel Consumption.

In spite of ordinances designed to
reduce the great tonnage of soot that
descends annually upon our citles, few
manufacturing municipalities can yet
¢laim to have secured marked rellef
from the “smoke nulsance.” But re-
llef Is apparently In sight, and from
& totally unexpected source. We refer
tfo the sooeessful development of the
process of burning pewdered coal for
generating steam in locomotive and
other hoilers, Eogineaing and Con-
tracting  says.

Pulverized Il 8BS per cent of it
passes a screen having 200 meshes to
the Inch, “soft coal” gives nn nlmost
smokeless flame when blown Into u
fire hox with ailr. The quantity of alr
is automnuticaly regulated by the guan-
tity of powdered coal, so that careless
firing, such as is now inevitable with
hand stoking. enn not occor.

Between Chleagoe and Milwankee, n
railropd pluced In service, o year ugo,
n pussenger locomotive equipped for
burning pulverized conl.
